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ENGALOLOS 


The coinage of the Milesian colony of Cyzicus, a seaport on the southern shore of the Propontis (Sea of Marmara), is for different 
reasons one of the most interesting of all Greek coinages, showing some unusual aspects which leave Open questions up to this day. 
Its main issues from the late 6th to the early 4th cent. BC consist exclusively of electrum coins based on the Phocaic weight 
standard (ca. 16.2 g for the stater), mainly staters accompanied by sixths (Hectae) and some smaller denominations. The use of 
electrum as minting material was very common in the coinages of Asia Minor in the 7th and 6th cent. BC, but in the Sth and 4th 
cent. it was unusual and finds its parallel in the joint coinage of Mytilene and Phocaea agreed upon by a treaty. Two more parallels 
with this alliance coinage can be found: Phocaea uses the four-part incuse square on the reverse in anachronistic manner till the end 
of its electrum issues in the 4th cent., and so does Cyzicus; and like the coinages of Mytilene and Phocaea, the electrum staters of 
Cyzicus show on their obverse an enormous diversity of subjects rendered in very high artistic quality: animals, mythological scenes 
and allusions as well as heads of gods, heroes and other mythological figures. The only consistent detail is the /wnny as the city's 
badge. This very large iconographical diversity is rather untypical in the Greek coinage: iconographical constancy and identity were 
warrants for the quality of the currency. 

The coinage of Cyzicus was always very controversial for its meaning and for its chronology, both relative and absolute. The most 
recent theory was put forth by Y. Pokras: A new Iconography for the Electrum Coins of Kyzikos, The Celator, November 2000, 
18ss. In his opinion the great iconographical diversity has its origin in the membership of Cyzicus in the Attic-Delian League 
formed by Athens against the Persians. Athens systematically withdrew the right of minting to all its member cities; therefore, 
Cyzicus must have had the permission of Athens for its large series of electrum issues. Pokras postulates that Cyzicus operated as a 
kind of branch of the Athenian mint and had the responsibility to mint the annual tributes (phoros) of the individual members of the 
league and to make them identifiable either by puting the member's city badge on the coin as we know them from their 
autonomous coinage, or by designing an allusion to a mythologicas-historical event the member city was famous for. This could 
explain the many iconographical parallels between the Cyzicene electrum staters and other Greek issues. 

The new theory is tempting and ingenious, but it needs further research, e. g. the establishment of the relative chronology and a die- 
study for the whole coinage of Cyzicus. Many subjects are very general ones and do not permit the identification of a specific mem- 
ber of the Delian Confederacy.

In his very extensive study on the guadrigati Alfoldi came to the following conclusion: 

a) the issues of the quadrigati started in the late Twenties of the 3rd cent. B. C. when Rome started its pteparations for a new wat 
against Carthage (Second Punic War); 

b) they were issued first in one mint, later on in two mints and in the final stage, to increase the production, the two mints were merged; 
c) careful stylistic comparisons make it clear that the oath-taking gold was not a single “emergency-issue" but it was minted in parallel 
issues to the silver. 

By its very fine and careful style our stater belongs to the first period of the quadrigati, issued in the initial mint which was in Rome. 
On the eve of the inevitable war against Carthage Rome reminds the Latin tribes with the scene of the reverse of the mythological 
oath which was thought to last forever.
